Paris, have been probably the decid­ 
ing factors producing this change in 
the German strategy .

Her armies 
hold Belgium and Northern France; 
Russia has been driven from almost 
all of east Prussia, and German

she needs fear nothing bey ond 
the loss of some of her colonies. But 
it is improbable that such will he the 
outcome.
